The leaves are very large 
and handsome, the plant itself very vigorous. Last summer it grew to a height of 9 feet and 
visitors were astonished. The flowerng stalks are 4 feet long, the stems of the individual 
blossoms are 6 to 9 inches long; a dozen blossoms make a nice bouquet that you can hold 
in your hand. The flowers are extremely double and triple; more like a rose, and no “bee” 
is visible. The whole center is filled with crinkly petals, the outer ones being of a beautiful 
clear blue color, the others a pleasing mauve. Seedlings from SHAKUNTALA are remarkably 
handsome—a few better than the parent plant, nearly all inheriting the long individual flower 
stems. A small amount of seed is available this Spring and again around AUGUST lst.

Notice about planting Dutch Iris. Plant them as late in the fall as possible to prevent them 
from making a top Fall growth, which a severe cold early spell might hurt the bulbs. As soon as 
the ground freezes mulch them with dead leaves or evergreen boughs. Straw is not good for 
any mulching for it packs and is apt to harbor mice during the winter. 


COLORFUL RANUNCULUS 


Plant these in quantity for cut flowers or garden show. 

During recent years the Ranunculus has become one of the most popular early spring blooming 
flowers, being used extensively for massed beds or borders. They may be planted from September 
io February or March, the earlier planting, however, will produce a more sturdy growth and a 
greater number of flowers'over a longer blooming period. Plant with the claws downward; set 
a few inches apart in the rows and cover to a depth of 2 to 3 inches. The general cultural direc- 
tions for Ranunculus are practically the same as those for Anemones to which please refer.
